In  addition,  CMS  periodically  issues  special-purpose  grant  announcements  inviting 
applications  to  participate  in  specific  Medicare  and  Medicaid  demonstration  projects. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  sharp  reduction  in  research  grants,  with  most  awards  stemming  from 
a  specific  CMS  solicitation  or  Congressional  appropriation  request.  Unsolicited  proposals  are  unlikely  to  be 
funded.
